The democratic state executive committee 
decided yesterday to reject the proposition 
made by the populists asking for fusion. 

Strong sentiment manifested itself in fa- 
vor of combination on equitable lines, but 
the expiration of the specified time put by 
the populists and the demand made that 
Georgia democrats should ignore Sewall 
caused a prompt refusal. 

The populist executive committee met 
last night. Tom Watson was there. In 
spite of the fact that they had set the 
exact time for the final decision of the 


@iestion thé populists appointed a commit-_ 


tee of five with plenary power. 

The populists laughed at the idea that it 
was a backdown from their first position, 
but stated that the committee had power 
to act in any question that might come up. 
Final action was not taken last night. 
Those democrats who heard of the action 
last night eonstrued the appointment of the 
committee as an acknowledgment upon 
the part of the populists that they had 
committed a gricvous and possibly irrepar- 
able blunder. Just what the populists will 
do they will not say, but they have referred 
everything to the sub-committee with 
power to act. 

The democratic committee was not long 
in disposing of the matter, and their action 
was final. 

To fuse or not to fuse was the question. 
The five days Of allotted time were at an 
end. The limit had been reached, There 
was no further time to treat or to arbitrate 
according to the proposition of the popu- 
lists. The communication from the popu- 
list committee was read. It was inter- 
preted by the members of the committee 
as calling for a complete surrender to the 
populist candidate. The democratic nomi- 
nee for vice president was to receive no 
consideration at the hands of democrats. 
They wére called upon to renounce him. 
The democrats waited. The ultimatum of 
the populists was before them. Some one 
said a proposition of a more temperate and 
reasonable nature was to be offered by the 
populists. It was seen that there was a 
controlling sentiment in the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee to entertain any pro- 
posal of fusion based upon fair lines and 
an equitable division. But it came not. 

The democrats were forced to action. 
Promptly and unanimously a resolution was 
passed calmly refusing the demand of the 
populists and calling attention to the fact 
that while the request appeared on its face 
to be for fusion there was really no fusion 
in it. 

With the passage of this resolution the 
question of fusion between the democratic 
and populist forces in Georgia was settled 
at last. 

Tom Watson was with his cohorts last 
Right. He had observed that the fusion 
question in his state had died a-borning. 
He knew that the committee of his party 
had cut the throat of the proposition to

As High as $25 Offered Democrats 
To Stay Away. 


GOV. ALTGELD RETURNS FROM NEW YORK 


Gays that the Democrats May Carry 
New York, and Is Certain of 
Success in Illinois. 


Chicago, October 20.—(Special.)—The reg- 
stration books were open from 9 o'clock 
this morning until 9 o'clock this evening, 
this being the second of the three days on 
which the voters could register. Hanna 
devoted all his effort and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars to prevent democrats from 
registering. 

It is said that his men offered as high 
as $25 to individual voters. The democratic 
leaders caught onto his game early in the 
day and had his men watched, preventing 
him from accomplishing a complete result 
which he might otherwise have succeeded 
in.

The Question of Fusion. 

All members of the committee were eager 
to dispose of the fusion question, It was 
thought by some that the populist commit- 
tée would send in another communication 
calling for, or rather, requesting, fusion on 
fair grounds. When Chairman Clay stated 
that he had a communication it was 
thought that it was @ retraction from the 
populists. It was not difficult to see that 
there were many present who were strong- 
ly in favor of fusion of some kind with 
ihe populists upon an equitable basis. Many 
were of the opinion that when the populist 
committee met it would decide to withdraw 
the proposition made Thursday last. It 
was said that the populists had fully real- 
ized the absurdity of their claim, and 
were in session for the purpose of pre- 
senting a fairer proposition for fusion. 

Had some proposition of a fair and rea~- 
sonable nature been presented there is no 
doubt but it would ha¥e been considered 
by the democratic committee and passed 
up. But no such -proposal was made. The 
committee was Hmited to the consideration 
of the resolutions passed Thursday by the 
populists. Nor was there any time left to 
treat or parley. The tive allotted days were 
out. The time was at hand, and when Sec- 
retary Glessner arose the following commu- 


nication from the populists was read: 

“Atlanta, Ga., October 15, 1896—Whereas, 
The people’s party of Georgia accepted 
in good faith the St. Lou.s compromise, 
viz: The nomination of the Hon. W. J.

“Whereas, It should be their pleasure 
and pride to advance a citizen of their 
state and section, aman who is without 
stain, above reproach and whom all fair- 
minded men esteem, respect and honor 
and whose every action in this campaign 
has been so patriotic and manly as to 


challenge the admiration of American man- | 


hood; and 

“Whereas, It is our belief that it is not 
only the intention of the leaders of the 
democratic party of this stage to defeat 
but, if possible, to humiliate the Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, either by a corrupt 
ballot, as has been manifested in the tenth 
congressional district, or by a partisan Ieg- 
islature setting aside the will of the people, 
and forcing Bryan and Sewall electors 
on: the state, even though that ticket 
should run third in the election: and 

“Whereas, The silver-plated democratic 
press of this state has belittled and belied 
the candidacy of Mr. Watson and issuea 
this edict: NO SEWALL—NO BRYAN-. 
NO SILVER; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That as a final effort to 
secure the union of the. silver for- 
ces to which the democratic party 
is committed and to test the patriotism of 
our professed allies, we do now withdraw 
the following electors: William H. Felton, 
State at large; H. C. Newton, second @dis- 
trict; Thomas B. Davis, fourth district: 
W. 8S. Whittaker, sixth district: J. J. 
Green eigth district: William Landsell, 
tenth district, and insist that the demo- 
cratic party of Georgia withdraw six of 
their electors, substituting the remaining 
Six populist electors with the understana- 
ing that the thirteen shall rast their votes 
for Bryan and Watson. 

“Be it further resolved, That if the demo- 
cratic party does not accede to the fore- 
roing just and reasonable proposition with- 
in five days .rom date: then be it 

“Resolved, That our rentral committee 
is authorized and empowered to withdraw, 
if advisable, our remaining electors or 
reinstate those that are now withdrawn 
and that we concentrate every effort of 
our party in the election of our congres- 
sional nominees. 

“Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be transmitted to the democratic 
executive committee.

“JAMES L. SIBLEY, Secretary.” 

This resolution was discussed at length, 
In the speeches made the proposition of the 
populists was stamped as an unwarranted 
demand. In the resolution the populists 
had referred to fraud in the tenth district. 
Hon. W. H. Fleming spoke in reference to 
this. He made an impartial analysis of the 
resolution, showing that it was impossible 
under the demand presented for fusion to 
be accomplished. 

Other speeches were made. It was shown 
that while the populist proposition was 
nominally for fusion, there was really no 
fusion in it, because it was all for Watson 
and left nothing for Sewall. It was 
brought out that in every state where 
fusion has been effected it has been by a 
division of electors, in which all were for 
Bryan and the rest divided between Sewall 
and Watson. All of these facts were talked 
of by the members of the committee. 

Hon. Clark Howell had in the meantime 
prepared a resolution in reply to the de- 
mand made by the populists. This was 
unanimously adopted as follows: 

Whereas, The populist state executive 
committee has made a proposit‘on which 
completely ignores fusion by eliminat'ng 
the candidacy of the democratic nominee 
for vice president, Mr. Sewall, and has 
cut off the democratic committee from 
further considerattion of the question 
by fix'ng an arbitrary limit, which ex- 
pires today, giving this committee no 
opportunity for consideration of a move- 
ment for proper fusion; therefore be it, 

Resolved, That the chairman of the 
democratic state executive committee 
appoint a committee of five, of which 
he shall be the cha'rman, to properly 
present to the public the attitude of 
this committee in its refusal to accept 
the unreasonable and unjust ultimatum 
of the populist committee, clothed as it 
is in offensive and unbecoming language. 

The Committee Named. 

The resolution met with the unanimous 
approval of the committee. It was passed 
by a,;full and emphatic vote. It was 3 
o'clock when the committee adjourned, and 
the members were in good shape for lunch.

BRYAN’S ELECTION PREDICTED. 


The Witch of Salem Sounds McKin- 
ley’s Doom. 
From The Leesburg (Va.) Mirror. 

North Tanawanda, N. Y., October 20.— 
At midnight last night Mme. Milmoth, the 
witch of Salem, predicted that William 
J. Bryan would be the next president of 
the United States. For sixteen years the 
madam has predicted the result of the 
presidential elections several weeks, some- 
times months before polling day. Not once, 
according to newspaper clippings, has she 
failed to choose the winner. She predicted 
Garfield’s assassination some time before 
it occurred. At City Point, South Boston, 
July 21, 1884, in the presence of 12,000 peo- 
ple, she predicted Cleveland’s election, so 
Mark Hanna and the rest of the republican 
campaigners had as well throw up the 
sponge. 

And she speaketh not with a trooked 
tongue.

IN MACON OVER SIXTY cars 


Began His Career in Building the Old 
Monroe Road—Filled Many Im- 
portant Railway Positions.

Macon, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)— 
Captain Gilliam S. Brantley, one of Macon’s 
most highly esteemed citizens, and one of 
the oldest railroaders in the state, died 
this evening at 6:30 o’clock at the residence 
of his son-in-law, Arthur Findlay. 

Captain Brantley was seventy years old. 
He was born in Jasper county November 
13, 1826, and came with his parents to Ma- 
con in 1834 and had lived here ever since. 
He had been railroading nearly all of his 
life. > 

His first railroad work was to assist in 
building the old Monroe railroad, now 
known as the Macon and Atlanta division 
of the Central railroad: He served with 
the Southwestern railroad from 1851 until 
that road was leased by the Central and 
then remained with the joint roads in dif- 
ferent capacities. In 1851 he became copy 
cierk, then auditor, then collector, then 
claim agent and in 1878 was elected secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Southwestern, 
which position he retained until March, 


1896, when he retired on account of ad- 


vancing years. 

He was with the Central and Southwest- 
ern railroad forty-five years and was faith- 
ful and efficient in the discharge of every 
trust. 

In 1851 he married Miss Susan Bevill, 
of Effingham county. She and seven chil- 
dren survive him. He also leaves six sis- 
ters. Messrs. Wiiliam N., Frank and 
George 8S. Brantley, of Atlanta, are his 
sons. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow af- 
ternoon at 3:30 o'clock.

Rome, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)—At 
Bass’s ferry, some miles above the city on 
the Etowah river, there was a co 
gathering of some sort last night and dur- 
ing the evening Jim Atkins and Reece Mal- 
lory became engaged in a quarrel.

in Annual Session, 


MEETS AT THE COURTHOUSE 


Its Leaders Making a Final Struggle 


ae for Life. 


THEY HOPE TO PRESERVE THE ORDER 


Although Politics Has Rent It Asun- 
der and Sadly Depleted Its Ranks. 
What the President Says. 


The annual convention of the Farmers’ 
Alliance of Georgia will meet this nrorning 
in the bas€ment of the county courthouse at 
18 o'clock. 

President M. L. Palmer, of Rome, who 
came to Atlanta yesterday, will preside 
during the sessions of the convention. 

The alliance in Georgia was once—in the 


‘days whea Congressman Lon Livingston 
was president—a most flourishing organi- 


zation. In every county and every commu- 
nity there were sub-lodges, nunfbereing as 
members the farmers of the community. 
Since, the organization in this state, as 
well as in all other states, has gone into 
comparative oblivion. 

It nriow begins a new atruggle for life 
The officers will make herioc efforts to 
extend its power and let it embrace the 
farmers of the state once again. They de- 
sire to go back and take up its old prin- 
cipals of non-partisanism, and invite the 
farnters to come in and unite for the mu- 


“tual aid of the farmers of the country. 


The alliance has died down in the south 
and west alike. All of its big leaders in 
these sections have gone into the populist 
party and deserted the organization which 
gave birth to this third party. 


Future Object of the Order. 
President Palmer, who was elected a 
year ago to succeed M. D. Irwin, talked of 
the future course of the alliance in Geor- 


gia last night. 

“The Farmers’ Alliance is a non-partisan 
organization. It always has been. We are 
more non-partisan than non-political. We 
have as our chief object taught political 
economy, but we have been non-partisan. 
Our organization is for the mutual benefit 
of the farmers and we want to enlist them 


all. 

* “The alliance has dwindled down more 
fn the last year than I like to admit, but 
I attribute this to the great political ex- 
citement. I don’t know how many members 
we have in the state. There are county 
organization, I believe, in about sixty or 
seventy counties. I look for about ninety 
delegates.’ , 

The organization of the alliance in Geor- 
gia is rather lax. There are but few state 
officers who take any interest in the or- 
ganization. D. Wimberly, the state lectur- 
er, has not been actively at work recently, 
supposedly because of the low financial 
standing of the order, and but few of the 
other officers have been taking an active 
eo in the re-establishment of the or- 
deP. 

President Palmer has of late been doing 
the duty of both president and secretary, 
owing to the death of Mr. Waddell, of Mer- 
riwether county, who was the state sec- 
retary. 


History of the Organization. 

The Farmers’ Alliance was organized in 
Georgia in 1889. Hon. Arris Jackson, of 
Heard county, was the first president of 
the organization. After him Hon. L. F. 
Livingston was elected for two years, and 
in this period the alliance in Georgia had 
its biggest boonr. 

It was while Mr. Livingston was an al- 
lianceman he was elected to congress over 
Hon, John D. Stewart. From that time on 
the organization gradulally drifted into 
politics and formed another organization— 
that of the people’s party. 

Livingston then came out of the alliance, 
as did thousands of others who did not 
believe in the organization going into a 
poHtical party. The alliance has since Mr. 
Livingston’s retirement gradually gone in- 
to oblivion. Leadérs of the yorganization 
who succeeded those who drew out charged 
Mr. Livingston with treachery, and thus 
it was that the forces that were once be- 
hind the present congressman are now 
bitterly opposed to him. 

The constitution and by-laws of the order 
declare it to be non-partisan and non- 
political. 

President Palmer intends to mrake an ad- 
dress today in which he will extend an 
invitation to all farmers, both democrats 
and populists, to come back into the order, 
not for political purposes, but for mutual 
benefit. The alliance has dropped one of 
its favorite schemes—the sub-treasury plan, 
Wnce so vigorously demanded by that 
order. 

The Convention Today. 

Today's session will be called to order at 
10 o’clock in the basement of the county 
courthouse by President Palmer. The con- 
vention will probably be in session for two 
days. Its sessions will be held in secret, 
but the deliberations will be made known.

Whether it is due to the presence of the 
little Bancroft and Admiral Selfridge’s 
fleet in the Mediterranean, or the stern 
policy pursued by Secretary Olney in deal- 
ing with Turkish affairs, the porte has 
backed completely down from an attitude 
maintained for years, in which it had the 
earnest support of Russia. 

Secretary Olney, through the active in- 
tercourse of Minister Terrell, has brought 
the sultan to agree to negotiate a treaty 
whereby naturalized citizens of the United 
States of Armenian origin shall have full 
protection arcorded all other persons visit- 
ing the Turkish empire with passports from 
the state department. 

Turkey has heretofore maintained that 
our passports, when presented by Arme- 
nians or Turks, did not guarantee their 
protection or the cxercise of the rights 
of Americans in the sultan’s empire, and 
in this she has been encouraged by Russia, 
now the only other European power refus- 
ing to pay proper ‘leference ind respect to 
American passports. The question between 
the United States and Turkey has been 
open for years, and frequent and repeated 
efforts have been imade to negotiate a 
treaty such as the United States has with 
the leading European powers. 


Treated Olney with Discourtesy. 

Secretary Olney has been in communica- 
tion with the porte for several months, 
and represented to the sultan last winter 
the necessity of recognizing Armenian pass- 
ports unless the relations between the two 
governments Were to become greatly strain- 
ed. The sultan has, however, until very 
recently pointedly refused to treat Mints- 
ter Terrell’s communications on the sub- 
ject with courtesy. It has been known in 
Washington for some time that this atti- 
tude of the porte was due almost entirely 
to the influence exeried_ by Russ’a, which 
recognized that if the ‘ime hwoncred prac- 
tice of Turkey was upset liy tie operations 
of such a treaty as proposed the United 


States apd European powers wold haves 


excellent grounds upyon which to base re- 
quests for a similar treaty with her. 

The sultan has now com; ir’e'y reversed 
his policy and volun‘arily asked the United 
States to enter upon the negotiations ef a 
treaty. under the ‘erms of which the rerte 
will give full recogn:.tion to cttizens of the 
empire who have become An-.erican citi- 
zens and are ‘raveling 'n Turker with 
state department p4s-sporis.

The notification came a few days ago, 
when the secretary of the Turkish legation 
here called at the state department and in-- 
formed Mr. Olney that the sultan had in- 
structed him to not'fy this country of his 
pleasure in resuming negotiations begun 
some years ago and ruthlessly cast aside 
later by the sultan’s demands.

New York, October 20.—A special cable 
to The Herald from Madrid says that inan 
interview with Premier Canovas he charac- 
terized as absolutely false and ridiculous 
the statement to the éffect that the Span- 
ish government intended abandoning Cuba 
in the event of the war not being conclud- 
ed in March.

The bishops began to gather at 9 o'clock, 
and shortly before 10 oclock communion 
service was held in the chapel. The ven- 
erable Bishop Doane, of Albany, conducted 
the services, which were attended by all 
the bishops and many local clergymen of 
the Episcopal church. 

The house of bishops convened at it 
o’clock in the meeting room on the third ~ 
floor.

‘“‘Non-Surrenderable Principles.” 

The apt and effective use which Mr. 
Gorman, in his Baltimore speech, made 
of the letter which Mr. Cleveland wrote 
to the editor of The Constitution, has 


somewhat disturbed The Washington 
Star, and that journal makes a peculiar- 
ly laborious effort to explain the mat- 
ter away. Rut if the labor of our con- | 
temporary was directed to getting at | 
the facts of the matter, it has made a 
woeful misuse of muscle or gray mat- 
ter, or both. Introducing the subject 
The Star says, under the headline, 
“Non-Surrenderable Principles:” 

In his effort Thursday night in Baltl- 
more to justify his support of the Chi- 
eago platform, Mr. Gorman quoted from 
a letter which Mr. Cleveland, as a pres- 

~ {dential candidate, wrote in July, 1892, 
to Mr.,Clark Howell, of The Atlanta 
Constitution. The democr-:c national 
platform of that year ¢ontafmed proposi- 
tions to which Mr. Howell did not as- 
sent, but he accepted it in the spirit 
of bowing to the will of the majority, 
and in a personal letter so informed Mr. 
Cleveland. Mr. Cleveland, in reply, ex- 
pressed pleasure at receiving the assur- 
ance, and added some timely and alto- 
gether praiseworthy sentiments in sup- 
port of party unity. But does Mr. Gor- 
man seriously compare that situation 
with the present one? Let us note the 


difference: p 
Mr. Howell was, and is, a protection- 
ist. He was brought up in the Randall 
school of economics. The Constitution 
supported Mr. Randall in the great 

PRennsylvanian'’s ‘contest with Mr. Car- 

lisle over the tariff question. What Mr. 

Howell objected to in the party plat- 

form of 1892 was the free trade plank. 

But he did not object to it on any alle- 

gation that free trade, if adopted, wouid 

dishonor the credit of the government. 

Nor did any protectionist democrat 

make such criticism, for it would not 

lie against the plank in question. The 
matter was important, and there were 
radical differences of opinion between 
democrats about it; but nobody contend- 
ed that the honor and credit of the 
government were at stake. Mr. How- 
ell, for the sake of party unity, surren- 
dered his opinion to that of the major- 
ity about a question of economic policy. 
The foregoing statement is substantially 
and essentially erroneous, for Mr. Hovw- 
ell is not and has never been a protec- 
tionist in the sense implied by The Star. 
The same may be said of The Constitu- 
tion. The inter-party controversy that 
ran hich during Mr. Randall’s later 
years was muddied and obscured by talk 
about “protection,” and all that sort of 
thing, but the real essence of it lay in 
the fact that Mr. Randall and The Con- 
stitution, and other democrats who un- 
derstood and loved the principles of the 
party protested loudly against the sur- 
render of the democracy anywhere and 
everwhere to the influence of mug- 
wumpery flying the flag of free trade, 
which never has and never will be a 
part of the democratic creed. 

The Constitution could have vindi- 
cated its position on the tariff by every 
declaration of the party from the time 
that it was important enough to write 
its platforms down to the day the plat- 
form of 1892 was adopted. Mr. Ran- 
dall could have done the same. But the 
real fight was against republican protec- 
tion, as well as against the free trade 
heresy of a noisy contingent of mug- 
wumps. which prided itself on its con- 
tempt for all principles. The Constitu- 
tion supported Mr. Randall as a can- 
didate for speaker, not alone because 
he understood democratic principles and 
loved them, but because he was a great 
statesman, and a man of character and 
integrity. We are certain that every 
sincere democrat who opposed him at 
that .time (misled by the clamor of the 
free trade mugwumps) would be will- 
ing at this hour to apologize on bended 
knee for making so capital a mistake— 
a mistake from which a thousand un- 
foreseen evils have sprung. 

If Mr. Randall and his “school of eco- 
nomics” needed a vindication (which 
they do not) they could find it in the 
attitude and actions of the men who 
persecuted and tried to humiliate the 
great Pennsylvanian. 

In Mr. Randall’s day The Constitu- 
tion opposed free trade as it does now, 
and just as the democratic party has 
always opposed it. On the other hand. 
it opposed then, as it opposes now, a 
high protective tariff on the McKinley 
plan. It favored then, as now, a tariff 
for revenue. constructed so-as to pay the 
expenses of the government, and so laid 
#s to give incidental protection where 
‘most needed. With such a tariff we 


would have. neither free trade nor the

not on account of the so-called 
“free trade plank.’ The platform that 
contained the plank was adopted con- 
temporaneously with Mr. Cleveland's 
nomination, and when that occurred Mr. 
Howell promptly wrote to the nominee 
that The Constitation would give him 
its loyal and hearty support. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s response to Mr. Howell’s letter 
was read by Mr. Gorman in the course 
of his Baltimore speech. In that reply 
Mr. Cleveland dwelt upon the duty of 
the minority to yield to the action of the 
democracy. 

In 1802 The Constitution was not op- 
posing Mr. Cleveland on account of 
his tariff views, for the action of his 
friends in 1888S demonstrated that he 
was perfectly willing to go as far as 
Mr. Randall in opposing free trade. Our 
opposition to Mr. Cleveland was purely 
on the idea that he was unfitted by his 
intimate association with mugwumpery 
and the money power to be the nominee 
of the democratic party. We had reason 
to believe that he held no sound demo- 
cratic views; that he was more in sym- 
pathy with mugwump vagaries than 
with democratic principles, and that his 
nomination and election would be the 
signal for the disintegration of the 
party. 

The results of the Cleveland adminis- 
tration have more than vindicated The 
Constitution's opposition. Every predic- 
tion of evil that it made has been more 
than verified. No president ever brought 
to his party more trouble or dragged its 
principles more persistently in the dust. 
No president ever violated the pledges 
he assumed on accepting the nomination 


‘more openly or more ruinously. 


Proceeding with its rebuke to Mr. Gor- 

main, The Star goes on to say: 

The differences between democrats in 
this campaign are of another character 
altogether. Those who refuse to sup- 
port the party platform this year do so 
on the explicit allegation that it is un- 
democratic and revolutionary; that it 
threatens’ the honor and credit of the 
government; that these who adopted it 
in convention as delegates betrayed 
their trust. The difficulty is no mere 
difference of opinion about a question 
of policy, but extends to views which 
men entertain about good faith and the 
public integrity. 

This effort on the part of The Star to 
show that it was the proper thing for 
Mr. Cleveland to accept the loyal sup- 
port of the minority four years and yet 
that it is all right for him and his sym- 
pathizers to refuse to abide the will of 
the majority now is a most lamentable 
apology for argument. The principle 
of party action which Mr. Cleyeland so 
loudly applauded in his letter has not 
changed at all. If he was right then, 


he is wrong now!

Foreign Pauper Immigration. 

During the next session of congress it 
is likely that a bill will be introduced 
providing for the exclusion of all immi- 
grants who are not able to read and 
write, 

It is obvious, however, that such a 
measure is not sufficient in itself to cor- 
rect the evil arising from illiterate for- 
eign immigration. : 

linmigrants, asa rule, especially those 
of the poorer class, are disposed to set- 
tle down in the port at which they ar- 
rive.. This accounts for the mixed for- 
eign population of New York, Boston 
and other seaports. ‘The immigration 
commissioner, in a recent report, states 
that only a small percentage of these 
immigrants get where they really ought 


_to be or fall into that line of work for 


Which they are peculiarly fitted. 

In order to obviate the difficulties, 
therefore, arising from foreign pauper 
immigration it is not only essential to 
adopt an educational test, but also that 
a bureau of information should be pro- 
vided to regulate, in a measure, the dis- 
tribution of immigrants. 
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A Significant Showing. 

The St. Louis Republic calls attention 
to a singular fact which has recently de- 
veloped in connection with the returns 
of ‘T‘he Chicago Record’s postal ballot. 

Although the aggregate number of 
votes shows a decided lead for McKin- 
ley, due to the action of democratic lead- 
ers in urging the supporters of Mr. 
Bryan to ignore the system, it is never- 
theless found on a careful examination 
that, the percentage of gain is decidedly 
in favor of the democratic nominee. 

It was ascertained that out of a total 
of 7,941 votes for Bryan, fully 27% per 
cent were former republicans, whereas 
in a total of 27,813 votes for McKinley 
only 19% per cent were formerly demo- 
crats.

na syndicate during the earl 
of his services he was to receive the 
sum of $5,000. Prior to the date of this 
agreement Mr. Powderly was recognized 
as a zealous champion of the white met- 
al and as a man who would stand for 
that principle regardless of what hap- 
pened. In view of his sudden change of 
attitude on the money question it is not 
surprising that the laboring men of the 
country shotld be somewhat distrustful 
of his patriotism. : 

In 1891 Mr. Powderly was at the 
head of the Knights of Labor. In quite 
a lengthy article, written for The North 
American Review, he announced him- 
self as unreservedly in favor of bimetal- 
lism, and declared that the laboring 
men of the United States were even 
more vitally interested in the princi- 
ple of free coinage than were the farm- 
ers. In referring to the foul conspiracy 
of 1873, Mr. Powderly said: 


“In congress, at the behest of the 
owners of gold, silver was secretly and 
stealthily demonetized. This the laborer 
did not see, nor the president who signed 
the bill; and within the last few months 
statesmen, who were senators and con- 
gressmen in 1878, when the demonetiza- 
tion of silver was accomplished, have 
admitted voting for the bill without 
knowing that it contained the demone- 
tization clause. One statesman has not 
denied a knowledge of the act of treach- 
ery to the people—John Sherman—and 
he is today the subject of adverse crit- 
icism by nearly every living man who 
sat with him in the senate when that 
bill was adopted without question, on his 
word that the bill contained - nothing 
that interfered with the coinage of the 
silver d@Wlar. * * * Gold is the le- 
gal standard today, because the bank- 
ers, brokers and gold owners of the 
world influenced congress to make it 
so. The people never demanded it, nev- 
er uttered a sentiment that could be 
construed in favor of monometallism;: 
never petitioned congress to pass such 
a law. It was done when a bill with 
sixty-seven sections, as long as the 
moral law, was under discussion, and 
was passed through congress without 
question, becauy. that body had faith 
in the honor o¢ @ committee of three, 
of which Mr. Sherman was chairman. 


Mr. Powderly, in a speech which he de- 
livered at Duluth, Minn., last Friday 
evening, endeavored to reconcile his 
present attitude on the money question 
with the views expressd by him in the 
foregoing paragraph. His effort to ex- 
plain matters, however, failed utterly 
and even those in his audience who were 
partial to his views could not refrain 
from indulging in expressions of dis- 
gust. 

Such a man as Powderly has shown 
himself to be in this campaign is hardly 
apt to improve the outlook of republican 
success in November or to injure the 
cause of bimetallism. 
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Two Kinds of Duty. 

Acting through Attorney General Har- 
man, Mr. Cleveland has dismissed 
United States Distirct- Attorney Henry 
D. Clayton, on the ground that he could 
not devote his attention to campaigning 
Without neglecting the duties of his 
office and the interests of the govern- 
ment. 

Henry D. Clayton is supporting the 
democratic party and the democratic 
platform. 

Attorney General Harman recently 
made a-speech in Cincinnati in opposi- 
dion to the democratic candidates and 
democratic platform. 

Attorney General Harman continues 
to hold his position under Cleveland. 

The president has appointed David 
Thompson to be postmaster at Black 
River Falls, Wis., in place of John H. 
Lewis, removed. Mr. Lewis was charged 
with failure to observe the president’s 
order in regard to postmasters taking 
an active part in the campaign this 
year. 

But the postmasters in all parts of 
the country who have been taking an ac- 
tive part in the campaign opposing the 
democratic candidates and platform still 
hold their places. 

Postmaster General Wilson, who has 
the complicated mail service ‘of the 
whole country to look after, has been 
spending the summer in Europe. He 
is now making speeches against the 
democratic party. But he still holds 
his position. |

building, and is now going to Kentucky 
to make a campaign against the demo- 
cratic party.

Secretary of the Navy Herbert will 
go to Alabama in a day or two to make 
speeches against the democratic party.

When an official, high or low, is advo- 
cating the interests of this greedy com- 
bination of money lenders, he is sup- 
posed by Mr. Cleveland to be doing his 
duty, and he is allowed to neglect his 
official duties in order to further the in- 
terests of Hanna and the money power. 

But let even the humblest official, such 
as a little crossroads postmaster, under-

The famous pistol wit 
destroyed the life of Alexander er 
on the Jersey shore of the Hudson river, - 
now in the possession of Louis Marshall, © 
Versailles, Ky. The fatal weapon has 
changed hands many times and ‘has had an 
interesting career. Says The Washington 
Post: 

“Judge Van Ness, who was Burr's second, 
marked the pistol and gave it to Colone 
James Bowie, together with its mate, the 
Hamilton pistol. Colonel Bowie wore re 
pair as belt pistols, but lost one pisto. 
while swimming a bayou. He afterwards 
presented the remaining weapon to Dr. 
Carr, the superintendent of the United 
States arsenal at Baltimore. Dr: Carr act- 
ed as second to Thomas F. Marshall, of 
Versailles, the Kentucky orator and states- 
man, tn his duel with James Watson Webb, 
editor of The New York Courier and En- 
quirer, in which Webb was crippled for 
life. Dr. Carr then gave the Burr pistol to 
Mr. Marshall, who subsequently presented 
it to his brother, Edward C. Marshall, The 
latter carried it through the Mexican war. 
It was stolen from him by his body servant, 
but through a miracle was located in the 
City of Mexico and recovered by one of his 
soldiers. Captain Marshall, before his 
death, gave the pistol to his son, Louis 
Marshall. Thomas F. Marshall, while it 
was in his possession, had the dueling pistol 
altered from a flint to a percussion lock. 
It still shoots very accurately and carries 
a two-ounce ball. Its barrel, which is 
twelve inches long, looks more like a sec- 
tion of shotgun than anything else, while 
the hagdle is marked twice with the ‘X’ 
sign, Which meant in the palmy days of 
dueling that the weapon had done fatal 
work,” ; 

The Dardanelles, which is now so often 
mentioned in connection with the reputed 
mission of our warship Bancroft, is the 
ancient Hellespont, and is so called, ob- 
serves Tne Bangor Commercial, from the 
two castles by which the narrowest part 
is protected and which preserves the hame 
of the city of Dardanus in the Troad, It 
extends a distance of about forty-seven 
miles, with an average breadth of three to 
four miles. The strait of the Dardanelles 
is famous in history for the passage of the 
army of Xerxes, by means of a bridge of 
boats, and for the similar exploit on the 
part of Alexander. Nor is its name less 
wideiy known from the story of Hero and 
Leander, and from Lord Byron’s successful 
attempt to rival the ancient swimmer. By 
the terms of a treaty. made in July, 184l, 
and confirmed by the peace of Paris in 1856, 
no foreign ship of war may enter the Dar- 
danelles except by Turkish permission; and 
even merchant vessels are only allowed to 
pass during the day. 

The latest temperance statistics published 
in London show that the annual consump- 
tion of liquor in that metropolis is on the 
increase, It is estimated that the sum of 
£20,000,000, or $100,000,000, will be spent this 
year in alcoholic drinks by the dwellers 
in the metropolis. This sum, it is com- 
puted, would nearly eight times pay for the 
school board maintenance, added to the 
cost of necessary new school buildings. 
The appropriations for the relief of the 
poor in London are about $13,000,000, which 
is only one-e'ghth of the total drink bill. 
The London debt of about $96,000,000 could 
be paid in one year by the amount spent on 
liquor and a balance of nearly $4,000,000 left 
over. When it is taken into consideration 
that liquor is much cheaper in London than 
here, the enormous quantity consumed is 
largely in excess of what it at first appears 
to be.

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Is Dr. John B. Robins, pastor, writer, 
theologian and one of the strongest indi- 
vidual factors of the Methodist denomina- 
tien south guilty of heresy? 

From a half dozen public and innumerable 


_ private sources the charge has been made. 


It has been sounded through the leading 
Methodist papers in the south and has been 


| discussed by Methodist laynren and minis- 


ters until is has created a deep sensation 
in the denomination the country over. 

The sensational charge is based upon rad- 
ical views expressed in Dr. Robins’s new 
book, which was issued two months ago, 
In that book Dr. Robins defines, his belief 
on original sin, on regeneration and the 
conversion of infants. This belief has been 
denounced by many of the orthodox as 
rank heresy. They charge that it is in 
diametrical opposition to one of the first 
and cardinal principles of the Methodist 
church. 

It is, they say, aimed at the very founda- 
tion of the church and is dangerous, mis- 
chievous and unsound. 

At great.length these charges have been 
printed in The Tennessee Methodist and 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate, leading 
church organs. Scores of private letters 
have come to Dr. Robins disagreeing with 


his views on this cardinal point of-doctrine. 


A perfect storm of adverse criticism has 
centered about Dr. Robins’s head and one 
of the ‘severe critics of Dr. Robins’s atti- 
tude says that he cannot see how the doc- 
tors presiding elder can conscientiously 
answer, ‘‘Nothing against him,’ when the 
doctor’s name is called at the conference 
next month. 

It seems certain that the doctor’s views 
will be the subject of earnest discussion at 
the next conference and those who so 
strongly disagree with him may make war 
upon what they have denounced as danger- 
ous and unsound doctrine and upon the 
doctor hinrself. 

The storm has been gathering almost 
since the first issue of Dr. Robins’s book, 
“The Family a Necessity of Civilization,” 
first made its een al there came 
a mild editorial of disapprdval from The 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate, questioning 
the orthodoxy( of the views expressed. 
Then there came a flood of correspondence 
taking issue with the doctor. 

Dr. Robins, severe and unmoved, watched 
the nranifestations of serious disapproval. 
It was what he expected. No one was more 
keenly aware of the departure from strict- 
ly orthodox views than himself. Indeed, he 
had anticipated the charge of heresy and 
it did not disturb him. ~ 

Dr. Robins Expected Criticism. 

“I expected adverse criticism,” said he 
yesterday, ‘“‘but not so much as I have re- 
ceived. I confess, in addition to the print- 
ed criticisms of my work, I have received 
& great many private letters disagreeing 
With me. 

“On the other hand I have. received 
many letters from high and cultured 
Sources indorsing my position. Some of 
the leading men of the denomination have 
Written to me saying I am right. Then I 
have received letters from one man asking 
me to step down out of the pulpit.” 

The whole tenor of the charges brought 
against Dr. Robins is that the church 
Should hold hinr responsible for his trans- 


gression, as they term it, of the creed of. 


the church. They are extremely caustic 
, 4nd severe. 
Dr. Carey’s Plain Words. 
Among his severest critics are Dr. Clem- 
ent C. Carey, well known in Atlanta, and 
Rev. H. P. Myers, member of the South

What Dr. Hopkins Says. 

Dr. I. S. Hopkins was not disposed to 
discuss Dr. Robins’s book and the sensa- 
tion it has caused. He had heard of the 
sensation and all the talk, but had not 
read the book. 
terday he said: 

“I have not read the book, and know 
nothing of the merits of the discussion, ex- 
cept that I would rather take John Rob- 
fs’s opinion on theology than the opinion 
of his critics. As to their talk of heresy, 
I do not believe his critics know the mean- 
ing of heresy.’’ - 

Further than that Dr. Hopkins could not, 
or would not, say anything. 

Dr. Lewis Don’t Agree. 

Rev. Walker Lewis, presiding elder, said 
in regard to Dr. Robins’s lately published 
book: 

“I have read. over the book hurriedly 


and cannot comment upon it further than 


to say that it is an exceedingly interesting 
book, and while I do not agree with that 
part about the regeneration of children, I 
think it is_a valuable book in some re- 
speets. It is by no means a Methodist pub- 
lication, however. I suppose Dr. Robins 
was talking only for himself when he wrote 
his theories. I am certain the Methoditts 
do not agree with him. It’s not Methodist 
doctrine. No, Dr. Robins could not have 
been speaking for any one besides himself. 
If I had read the book more carefully, as 
I intend to do, I would be glad to tell ex- 
actly what I think of the theories contained 
therein, but owing to my great regard for 
Dr. Robins persotally I would not want 
to discuss his theories until I have read the 
book and studied it more carefully.’’ 

Dr. Roberts Is Reading the Book. 

Dr. J. W. Roberts, pastor of Trinity 
church, has just begun to read the book 
written by Dr. Robins. He stated yester- 
day that he had only read the first chap- 
ter, but would finish the book as soon as 
possible, as he had become interested in 
the criticism that had been passed upon 
the story by the press and the pulpit. 

“T am aware of the existence of the ad- 
verse criticisms,’”’ said Dr. Roberts. “I have 
just begun the book and am now through 
with the first chapter. As yet I, of course, 
have no criticism to make, as I am not in 
a position to pass upon its contents. 

‘‘T have heard a good deal about the book, 
and will read it so as to discover the line 
of thought and conclusions that have caus- 
ed the comments which have come under 


my notice.” 
Dr. Sasnett’s Strong Words. 

“Dr. John B. Robins, pastor of West End 
Methodist church, has recently published 
a book which is producing quite a sensa- 
tion in religious circles,’’ said Rev. B. H. 
Sasnett yesterday. “It is splendidly writ- 
ten and contains much that the less 
thoughtful and informed of his denomina- 
tion have denounced as heretical. 

“Dr. Robins is a quiet, unostentatious 
man, of broad culture and courageous spir- 
it. He is an earnest seeker after truth, 
and brings to the study of it the strength 
of a well-informed gend philosophic mind. 
He is forty-five years of age, a graduate 
of Emory college, and has filled the most 
important stations in his church. 

“The people who criticise him, as a rule, 
are the sticklers for the iron-ribbed the- 
ology, and who resent the advent of a bold 
and brainy thinker who dares to differ from 
their preconceived ideas and interpreta- 
tion of church doctrine. It is amusing 
to hear the noisy mouthings of these self- 
appointed guardians of the sanctuary who 
savagely pursue him with the cry of ‘here- 
sy,’ and would excommunicate him with 
the same spirit of bigotry that character- 
ized the narrow zealots of former times.”’ 

Christian Advocate Editors Silent. 

Editor W. F. Glenn and Associate Ed- 
itor T. T Christian, of the Wesleyan Chris- 
tian Advocate, were asked for an expres- 
sion of their opinion of Dr. Robins’s book, 
but both declined .to discuss the matter. 
They say that they do not care to become 
involved in the discussion, and that the 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate has not made 
an attack on Dr. Robins. 

Rev. Clement C.Carey wrote a very caus- 
tic criticism of the book for publication 
and submitted it to The Wesleyan Chris- 
tian Advocate. It was refused publication 
by that journal, but appeared in The Ten- 
nessee Methodist. After a long prelude on 
unsound doctrines and publications, Dr. 
Crrey takes up Dr. Robins as follows: 

‘Io one will question the fact that this 
bose < is well written and contains some 
good things. Nor will any one question 
the moral excellence and intellectua) gifts 
of the author. But candor and fidelity to 
the church compel the painful statement, 
all too apparent to those who read the 
book in the light of Methodist standards 
of doctrine, that more ‘dead flies’ of doc- 
trine will hardly be found in any other 
written by a Methodist 
preacher. Certainly no book has been 
issued in Georgia by-one of our preachers 
having in it so much that is out of har- 


When asked about it yes- 


mony with some of our cardina)] doctrines. 
What I say is in all kindness to all con- 
cerned. It is not because I love the author 
less, but the doctrines of the Methodist 
church more. 

“If there is anything in our doctrines 
of inherited depravity, as set ‘forth in the 
seventh article of religion on ‘original sin, 
and the baptismal service for infants, then 
this book contains the rankest heresy, and 
is full of strange and erroneous doctrines, 
Our good brother does not content himself 
with simply setting forth views directly 
opposed to the doctrines of his own church. 
but actually enters into a long argument 
to disprove the doctrine of ‘original sin’ 
as held and interpreted by our church! 
Arguing against the doctrine of inherited 
Sin, it is not strange that he should go 
so wide of the mark on regeneration as 
held by us, and have nothing to say of the 
offices of the Holy Spirit. Nor is it 
strange he should deny that children need 
to be converted. More unsound doctrine 
according to Methodist interpretations of 
scripture, can hardly be found in the same 
space than is contained in the chapters. 
‘What we think and what God thinks of 
children,’ and ‘The regeneration of chil. 
dren.’ The author’s guns are trained di- 
rectly upon one of the mudsill doctrines of 
the Methodist church, ‘original sin,’ and 
it is no wonder he goes wrong on so many 
other vital doctrines. 


“Nothing Against Him.” 


“How the writer of this new publication 
for popular favor, gifted as: he is, and a 
good man, with all his radical errors, can 
escape arrest of character for thus making 
war upon fundamental doctrines of Meth- 
odism, upon the charge of doctrinal un- 
soundness, is a vital question. With the 
kindest feeling, whether understood or not, 
I say it on my conscience because I be- 
lieve it should be said in view of the 
seriousness of the situation, and that 
it will be difficult to see howthe pre- 
siding elder at conference can answer 
‘Nothing against him,’ when -the author’s 
name is called. 

‘“‘No one can refuse to grant the right of 
private opinion to every man in religious 
matters. This is not the question, At the 
same time no Methodist preacher has any 
legal or moral right to “disseminate pub- 
licly or privately doctrines contrary to our 
Articles on Religion,’ no matter what his 
private opinions are. If a preacher differs 
from his church on fundamental doctrines, 
which he may do, there is an honorable 
course open to him without compromise to 
either party, and a field where he can dis- 
seminate those views. ‘ 

“The right of private opinion does not 
enter into the question. It fs a question of 
the right of a preacher to inveigh against 
the cardinal doctrines of his church. If 
any desire to question and argue the cor- 
rectness of doctrines held by the church, 
let him do so. I have neither time, pa- 
tience nor disposition to engage in such a 
fruitless task, after studying them. _ I, 
in company with all other Methodist 
preachers, have subscribed to them and 
promised to explain and defend them, as 
well as to banish all doctrines contrary to 
them from the church. Just now. the sim- 
ple question is as to whether the views set 
forth in the books named are not out of 
harmony with the creed of the Methodist 
church, and should they not be openly con- 
demned. It is too late in the day to raise 
the question among our ministers as to 
the scripturalness of fundamental Metho- 
dist doctrines. The doctrine of ‘original 
sin’ is not a debatable question among us 
as a church. Some doctrines have been 
settled once for all; and this, with its kin- 
dred doctrine of conviction for sin and re- 
generation, belongs to this class. The 
Methodist church has once for all settled 
down into a belief of the scripturalness of 
‘original sin’ and regeneration. These doc- 
trines are not up for debate nor settle- 
ment. The bus‘ness of our preachers is to 
explain, enforce and defend these doctrines 
and not to undermine, uproot and destroy 
them. 

“Feeble and not far-reaching thovgh my 
voice be, I protest against such things and 
warn the Methodist church against books 
and public utterances of preachers which 
set forth views of ‘original sin’ and re- 
generation as set forth in the book just 
mentioned. JI protest further against Meth- 
odist preachers, under solemn vows of or- 
dination, ‘to banish and drive away all 
erroneous and strange doctrines’ who pub- 
licly or privately disseminate doctrines con- 
trary to our articles of religion, whether 
in the pulpit or in books. 


War on a Fundamental Doctrine. 


“Tf any one jumps on a hasty conclu- 
sion and calls this an assault upon the 
author of this erratic book, I shall not 
be careful to answer him. He will need 
to read again what I have written. It am 
assaulting no one, ‘but only seeking to de- 
fend the doctrines of the Methodist church 
from .the assaults made on them fp this 
new book by the intelligently qualified au- 
thor whose gifts should be employed in 
setting forth and def@pding our article of 
religion instead of advocating doctrines 
contrary thereto and seeking to break down 
ene or more of our fundamental’ doc- 
trines.” 

Rev. H. P. Myers handles Dr. Robins in 
The Wesleyan Advocate. He writes: 

“TT maintain, and shall show in a series 
of articles, -that the positions taken by Dr. 
Robins in his book, in all points vital to 
his argument, are heretical, unscriptural, 
and fallacious. They agree neither with the 
twenty-five articles, the word of God, nor 
with sound reason. If the book were not a 


sets forth strange theories touching the 
vital points of Christian doctrine, should 
complain if the arrows of criticism search 
out every weak spot and every joint in hi 
harness, Dr. Robins is not orthodox. He 
says he is not. He is theologically home- 
less. Hear him: ‘According to the usual 
view, we have no inheritance at all, ex- 
cept one of evil, and hence there is no 
place in any of our many theologies for an 
inheritance of good, or “of the saints in 
light.” ’ This is his new discovery: ‘an in- 
heritance of gocd;’ and ‘there is no place in 
any of our many theologies for this.’ Again: 
‘To make use of such an expression and to: 
indorse such a belief is heresy. If this be 
so, then with St. Paul I will say, “After 
the way that is called heresy, worship I 
the God of my fathers.”"’ St. Paul, how- 
ever, is careful to add: ‘Believing all things 
which are written in the law and in the 
prophets.’ But Dr. Robins seems to be- 
lieve very few things that are written in 
the standards and in the articles, So far as 
all the theologians are concerned, none of 
them have ever come to a knowledge of 
the truth. Heterodoxy he cheerfully ad- 
mits. But let us see Wherein his variety 
consists. 


The “Violated” Article. 


“Article vii says: ‘Original sin standeth 
not in the following ofsAdam (as the Pela- 
gians do vainly talk), but it is the cor- 
ruption of the nature of every man that is 
naturally engendered of the offspring of 
Adam, whereby man is very far gone from 
original righteousness, and of his 
nature inclined to evil, and that continual- 
ly.” Thus the article of religion; and now, 
Dr. Robing: ‘A greater portion of the church 
members in the world today hold to two 
fundamental doctrines, so considéered, 
which lead to wrong notions of childhood. 
One is theological and the other practical. 
One grows out of a belief in “total de- 
pravity,”’ and the other out of the idea 
that the world is to be saved by the con- 
version of individuals. The first is un- 
worthy of belief, and the second will never 
save the world. . . There is nothing 


‘ 


“wrong in a carnal mind. We could not get 


along without it. . “But did ~not 
Adam fall?’ The Bible does not say 50. 
ne ee It teaches that Adam sinned and 
for this sin was driven out of paradise and 
put to work. . It says that he ‘‘did not 
know good from evil.”’. A very simple 


‘sort of creature was this distant ancestor 


of ours. After he had done wrong it was 
said of him that “he ig to come as one of 
us, to know good and evil.” Even in his 
sin he found a knowledge through experi- 
ence, that was absolutely necessary for 
him and his progeny in the battle of life. 
_ .-. He was rot totally depraved either 
before or after his sin. . No man, since 
that day, has been totally depraved.’ Now 
let us pause a moment. Before we discuss 
the main issue let us examine some ideas 
incidentally set forth. We have been ac- 
cusfomed to regard Adam’s sin as a very 
serious matter. Paul says it brought in 
death. We have heretofore regarded death 
as the penalty of that ‘first transgression. 
But we have been laboring under a mistake. 
The penalty infi‘cted on Adam was being 
put out of paradise and then—being ‘put to 
work.’ Sad fate! We have thought that we 
had pretty good authority for believing 
that Adam was created in the ‘image and 
likeness of God.’ This, too, is error. Adam 
was ‘a very simple sort of a creature.’ But 
it takes one’s breath away to be solemnly 
informed that Adam was not depraved be- 
fore he sinned. 


The Main Issués Involved. 


“Now let us consider the main issues in- 
volved in the passage quoted above. Our 
author says: ‘I believe in inherited tenden- 
cles to evil, but I cannot believe in the 
totality of the thing.’ That is, he believes 
in depravity, but not in total depravity. 
But does he, in fact, believe in depravity 
at all, either total or partial? Is there in 
the nature of the child a bias toward evil 
or toward good? Let us first get his idea 
of ‘regeneration’ and ‘conversion,’ and then 
consider what are about the clearest pas- 
sages I can find in his book bearing on this 
point. He says: ‘Regeneration is not found- 
ed upon any notion or theory of sin what- 
ever, but upon the God-given nature in 
man. Conversion is predicated of sin with- 
out regard to the original nature of man. 
The regeneration of ch'Idren is necessary 
because their natures and characters can- 
not be completed without it.” Again: ‘Now 
the question is, if converted people be- 
come like little children, then what do little 
children have to become like if they have 
to be converted? Convert means to turn 
away from, to reverse the order of things; 
it means to turn from sin. A man is go- 
ing in a wrong direction, and when he 
turns in a right direction, this turning is 
conversion.* Are children going wrong? 
No. They are not going at all. Do they 
sin? No. They are incapable of sinning. 
, . Hence, the doctrine of universal con- 
version is groundless.’ Again: ‘There are 
no goats to start with. A lamb is not a 
transformed kid. but a kid is a degenerated 
lamb. The children of religious parents are 
not born sinners, and there is no sense in 
classing them among sinners. They ars 
sanctified through their pafentage and in 
their inheritance." 


Dr. Robins on Regeneration. 

“Let us,see whether our author is any 
sounder on regeneration than on depravity. 
Since regeneration hag nothing to do with 
sin, it is hard to understand why it should 
have any importance or, indeed, any place 
in.a system of Christian doctrine. It has 
been believed pretty generally, and by some 
thoughtful men, that all the teachings of 
the word of God have some reference to 
man’s recovery from sin—its guilt, dominion 
and consequences. But there has been. a 
great discovery; and Dr. Robins is the 
great discoverer. Listen: “The great ques- 
tion with all teachers and preachers seems 
to have been, “How to provide against the 
ruinous effects of sin?’. All doctrines 
were grounded in the idea of sin and a rem- 
edy for it. . Salvation meant salvat on 
from sin. Redemption means regaining 
under grace what Adam lost by transgres- 
son. These are all common ideas, 
and true ones. The hurtful feature con- 
nected with it is that we are in the habit 
of never looking beyond these ideas. .. 
Today we must do so, whether we will or 
not. The form of our proposition would 
be about this. All the demands for deliver- 
ance from sin have been fully met in other 
remedies, and, therefore, regeneration is 
grounded on something else than the ideas 
of sin, that Is on the Nature of man.’ 
Again: ‘Any man that had never heard 
of a theology such as is in vogue generally, 
would find it a difficult Matter to d’scover 
the notion of sin as a ground upon which 
the doctrine of regeneration is founded in 
this (third) chapter of John’s gospel, He 
would never find it. It is not there. , . 
Regeneration, we see, would be just as ap- 
plicable to a world without sin as to a 
world with sin. The Lord Jesus Christ 
himself was an illustration and exemplifi- 
cation of regeneration. He never re- 
pented. He was never converted, never 
justified by faith, but He was regenerated.’ 
What he means by regeneration and how 
he supports his views With scripture will 
appear further on. My purpose, at pres- 
ent, is simply to call attention to some 
slight departures from orthodoxy in the 
writings of a very distinguished divine. 
The rational and scriptural grounds on 
which he has been impelled to forsake the 
faith of the fathers, will be considered in 
a subsequent article. 

Dr. Robins Makes Reply. 

Dr. Robins has not been slow to answer 
his critics. The disapproval of an army of 
critics would not shake him in a mature 
conviction. He is a deep thinker, a hard 
student and a consecrated, conscientious 


minister. He has had wonderful success in | 


to die. 


Own . 


‘Yeputation. He only left at the expiration 
of the time limit there. He js now pastor 


of the Park Street Methodist church, and 
is so deeply fixed in the love and affection 
of his congregation as that no number of 
charges of heresy would shake him. 

He made the following statement in an- 
ewer to the criticisms: 

“I deem it necessary to make a few prelim- 
inary statements in regard to my book— 
‘The Family—a Necessity of Civilization.’ 
When the reviews are all in I will give 
them such attention as their merits de- 
mand. The first statement I wish to make 
is this: That I believe the articles of re- 
ligion in the Methodist church and would 
not change a single one of them. In the 
next place two things are true with my 
book. There is a main issue, and there are 
side issues. The main issue is the consid- 
eration of the family as the necessary 
foundation of all civilized life. As yet 


| there has been no objection to this. The 


great object to be gained by my book and 
the only. reason for writing it at all, stands 
without antagonism, so far as I know. 

“In pursuing this main object, there came 
up for consideration many side issues of 
importance to home-life as it is related to 
the church and state. These side issues 
have produced criticism, most of it friendiy, 
but some of it needlessly severe. 

“Another statement I wish ‘to make is 
this: That my book cannot and will not be 
tried by any other rule than that given 
by Mr. Wesley himself, towit, ‘by the Scrip- 
tures and common sense.’ By these it 
must stand or fall. If it is true, it will live. 
If it is false, the book will die and ought 


Who His Critics Are. 


“Now, who are my critics? There are 
four classes. I give these and the reasons 
for them. First, people wedded to promis- 
cuous halls, criticise it, because I say that 
& promiscuous hall is a curse. Second, 
many of the ‘second blessing’ holiness peo- 
ple condemn it because I combat the doc- 
trine of ‘inbred sin’ in believers. Mr. Wes- 
ley cut the following words out of the 
Seventh Article of Religion: ‘And this in- 
fection of nature doth remain, yea, in them 
that ‘are regenerate.’ Methodists do not 
believe in the doctrne, because it is not in 
the articles of religion—and I am a Meth- 
odist. Third, there is a third class who 
want to know the truth and who differ 
with me honestly and fairly. Fourth, the 
fourth class is «made up of men who as- 
sume to know what is true, what is ortho- 
dox, and undertake the arduous labor of 
hunting up heretics and exposing them to 
the wrath and ridicule of a great church. 
To this class belongs the Rev. H. P. My- 
ers, member of the South Georgia confer- 
ence and sécretary of the American Bible 
Society. 

“He begins his review, it appears to me, 
in a rather unfortunate Way, and seeks, 
by the boldness of his statements, to de- 
fend himself against the weakness of his 
utterances. Hear him: ‘If the book were 
not a very weak one I would regard it a 
very dangerous one.’ In this he is simply 
‘whistling to keep his courage up,’ for 
if it had been*a very weak book he never 
would have stultified himself by a lengthy 
and labored review of it. He contradicts 
himself when he says, ‘it (the book) puts 
into definite statement some views which 
are floating around * * * in the minds 
of some of our advanced thinkers.’ Not a 
small thing, this. Still further on, in speak- 
ing of the wonderful peace that has spread 
itself over the Christian world for a cen- 
tury, he declares that ‘the era of internal 
quietness. and peace is at an end.’ Could 
‘a weak book do this? The fact that the 
book is indorsed by many true, thoughtful 
men is evidence that it is not a very weak 
book. Another evidence of its strength is 


found in its ability to rouse a mind that . 


has been barren of fresh ideas for many 
years. Not that the stimulus is sufficient 
to produce a birth of thought, but it has 
been sufficient to push the life principle 
far enough to make a mental abortion pos- 
sible. It cannot be a very weak book. A 
word only as to Brother Myers’ method. 
This consists in two things—dogmatism and 
combination of questions. For instance, 
he declares that some of the fundamental 
ideas of my book ‘are adaptations from 
Robertson’s sermons, and transferences 
from Drummond's writings.’ I am a great 
admirer of Robertson, but have never read 
all of his sermons; and as to Drummond, 
I never read any of his books in my life. 
The above beautiful statement, on the part 
of my reviewer, gets to be daring guess 
work, and wrong guessing at that. This 
is characteristic of one part of his method. 
The other is to select quotations, tear them 
away from the context, and fit them up 
to suit himself. By this method the devil 
quoted Scripture to our Lord, and wrested 
the Word of God from its true meaning. 
By this same method a man can take the 
Bible itself and prove any proposition, true 
or false.

LEAGUE MEETING IN AUGUSTA IN NOVEMBER 


Colonel W. T. Moyers, Mr. BR. T. 
Bosche and Others Will Put a 
Good Team in Atlanta. 


Atlanta will be in the Southeastern Base- 
ball League next year. 

The national board of arbitration of 
baseball leagues decided that Atlanta may 
enter the Southeastern League, and this 
city will no longer put a club in the old 
Southern League. “ 

Mr. R. C. Bosche received a telegram 
from Nick Young, president of the Na- 
tional fact yesterday, informing him 
that the board of arbitration had approved 
the application of the Southeastern League. 
The decision means that baseball in the 
south next year will be on entirely new 


®arrangements and a general shakeup and 


reorganization is now under way. 

The Southeastern League was organized 
last spring, but it practically lost its 
standing by the refusal of the National 
League officials to release Atlanta from 


the Southern League. The national officers | 
ruled that Atlanta was pfoperly a Southern | 


League town and the result was that this 
city had to play ball in that league, if 
at all. The league was organized with 
Atlanta a member, but those behind the 
club here desired to play ball in the South- 


eastern League. 

Some time ago the projectcrs of the South- 
eastern League took the matter up again 
with the national officers, and as a result of 
the showing made they have won a victory 
over the Southern League. The national 
board has authorized the organization of 
the Southeastern League with Atlanta as 
a member and steps will now be taken to 
perfect the league and get things in shape 
for baseball in 1897, 

A meeting of the league has been called 
for Augusta on November 9th, at which 
representatives from severa! cities will be 
present. The league is now composed of 
the following cities: 
vannah, Macon and Charleston. The meet- 
ing is for the purpose of deciding which 
city shall be given the sixth place in the 
league, .It will be either Columbus, Ga., or 
Columbia, 8. C., both of which places are 
after the franchise. 

It is proposed to make a six-club league, 
but the Augusta meeting may change the 
intention and decide on an elfght-club 
league. It is said that Montgomery and 
Birmingham are anxious to break away 
from the old Southern League and that 
those cities are anxious to join the South- 
eastern League. If such a movement ig 
made, the Southeastern League would be 
one of the strongest eight-club leagues in 
the country, all of the cities mentioned be- 
ing practically bunched, doing away - with 
lung, expensive jumps of clubs to distant 
cities, as was the case this year.

‘Marietta Bank Causes Trouble. 


OTHER BANKS DEMAND MONEY 


Cashier of the First National Bank, 


of Marietta, Has $2,000. 
a 


TT WAS MONEY CF THE MERCHANTS’ BANK 


Bank Asks the Court To Direct It as 
To What Disposal To Make of 
the Money. 


The First Nationa! bank of Marietta has 
on deposit $2,000 which it does not know 
how to dispose of, and yesterday the at- 
torney of the bank filed a declaration in the 
superior court asking to be redirected as 
to the proper course to pursue, — 

The declaration setting forth the facts 
is in the nature of an interpleader, and 
asks that the assignees of the Merchants’ 
bank, who are also made defendants to the 
bill, be required to come into court and 
interplead among themselves as to the 
proper person this money may be deliver- 


ed to. 

The Marietta bank had collected $2,142.17 
prior to the assignment of the Merchants’ 
hank last Friday. The bank still retains 
possession of the funds, but claims that 
as the Merchants’ bank is now a defunct 
corporation, it has no right to change the 
money from one bank to another without 
an order of the court. 

Fourteen minutes after the deed of as- 
signment was filed by the officers of the 
Merchants’ bank, a telegram was received 
in Marietta by Cashier C.-S. McCandlish, 
directing that bank to place $2,000 of the 
Merchants’ deposit to the credit of the 
American National bank, of Macon. The 
telegram was as follows: 

“CS. MeCandlish, Cashier—Credit Ameri- 
can National bank, Macon, $2,000, charge 
us. Merchants’ Bank.”’ 

The bill states that the message was a4 
night message, and though it had been 
filed ‘in Atlanta the day before, it was not 
received in Marietta until 9:34 o'clock Fri- 
day morning. The deed of assignment was 
filed in the office of the superior court in 
Atlanta at 9:20 o'clock the same morning. 

At 10:50 o'clock the Marietta bank re- 
ceived a message from the Macon bank, 
asking what amount had been placed to 
its credit by the Merchants’ bank. The 
Macon bank was notified that the amount 
was $2,000. The Marietta bank sent the 
following message in reply: 

“American National Bank, 
credit your account $2,000 by 
bank. Atlanta.’’ 

The Macon bank wired later in the after- 
noon for the Marietta bank to remit by 
Mail that afternoon the amount of its 
credit, 

When the first telegrams were received 
by Cashier McCandlish, he states that he 
did not know of fhe assignment of the 
Merchants’ benk, and wired the Macon 
bank as above stated. Later in the after- 
ncon, however, the assignment was known. 
Cashier McCandlish then wrote the Macon 
bank,” stating that the. Merchants’ bank 
had assigned, and upon advice of the at- 
torney of the bank, he did not believe he 
had any legal authority to remove the 
amount, as it was the property of a de- 
funct corporation. He. therefore, declined 
to remit the money as requested. 

The following reply was received § in 
answer to the letter from Cashier Mc- 
Candlish: 

“Letter received. Demand is made on 
you for the $2,000 ordered placed to our 
credit by Merchants’ bank and reported by 
you as placed. American National Bank.” 

Saturday morning, the day following the 
assignment, Cashier R. M: Farrar, of the 
Merchants’ bank, wrote Cashier McCand- 
lish, of the Marietta bank, to remit balance 
to Third National bank, of Boston, Mass. 

Cashter McCandlish states in his declar- 
ation that he does not know to whom to 
make the remittance, as he fears he might 
be sued by one of the corporations that 
have made demand for the money. He 
therefore asks that the assignees of the 
Merchants’ bank be required to interplead 
among themselves and determine whose 
telegram must be obeyed.

He Says that He Has Not Resigned, 
but It Is Believed in Baltimore 
that He Will Resign.

Raltimore, Md., October 20.—The deal for 
the transfer of the control of the Seaboard 
Air-Line system to the New York syndi- 


cate, has, it is stated, been closed, and the . 


formal transfer of the property will be made 
in a few days. 

The syndicate still has thirty days in 
which to accept or reject the terms of 
the present owners, but it is understood 
that the syndicate will not take advantage 
of the time limit, being satisfied if the ex- 
pert examination which is now being made 
into the financial and physical condition of 
the property verifies the last annual state- 
ment of President Hoffman. This exami- 
nation will, it is said, be reached by the 
end of the week and the property will then 
be formally turned over to the new owners. 

A rumor was current today that President 
Hoffman had resigned, but he emphatically 
denied that he even contemplated such a 
step. . 


Nothing Known in Atlanta. 

The impression here has been that Mr. 
Hoffman would resign and that Mr. Thomas 
I’, Ryan would be elected president and 
Mr. Everett St. John vice president. 

At this end of the line there was no one 
who was posted. Al¥ the developments 
come from the upper end, where the heavy- 
weights are. Mr, Ryan’s visit to Baltimore 
last week and the meeting of the Seaboard 
directors on Monday in Baltinrore, were 
construed to mean a great deal. Whatever 
the hitch was, if anything serious existed, 
has probably been cleared away. 

The one question of intense interest to 
every employe is as to the permanency of 
his job. Nothing can be learned as to the 
organization in the event of a transfer of 
the control to the Thomas-Ryan syndicate, 
but it is said that up at headquarters at 
Portmouth, everybody is sitting steady in 
the boat. , 

The general belief is that Mr. Ryan will 
take the system, The Southern people 
thought that the statements made last. 
spring by the parties who proposed to sell 
a controlling interest, were doctored. But 
it.is said that President Hoffman’s annual 
report will stand the closest investigation 
and the report comes from New York that 
Mr. Ryan has strong faith ‘in the possibill- 
ties of the Seaboard system. If this is truce, 
he will unquestionably take the property. 


~ PRESIDENT SPENCER HERE. 


He Came To Answer Questions Which 
the Commission Will Ask. 


Mr. Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern Railway Company, came down 


‘yesterday afternoon and registered at the 


Aragon. 

Last night he went out to dinner. Today 
he will attend the meeting of the state 
railroad commission to answer questions 
which that body may ask him. The conr- 
missioners never have given up the pursuit 
of their inquiry’ as to the relations betwecn 
the Southern and the Central of Georgia 
and the Georgia Southern and Florida. Mr. 
Spencer can give the strongest testimony 
on that point. He is president of both the 
Scuthern and the Georgia Southern and is 
a director of the Central. 

President Comer, of the Central, stated to 
the commission during the summer that he 
had been reliably infornted that the Cen- 
tral was not owned by the Southern and 
probably never yculd be owned by it. He 
was not asked for his authority, but it was 
understood that Mr. Coster was his in- 
formant. Messrs. Thomas and Ryan, in a 
letter addressed to the state commission, 
said recently that they had turned over 
the new issue of Central stock to the re- 
Organization committee of the old Rich- 
mond Terminal, and those gentlemen added 
that it was their belief that the stock still 
renrained in the control of that committee, 
of which Mr. Coster was chairman. 

Mr. Spencer came voluntarily to meet the 
commissioners and give them whatever 
information he may have and they may 
wish. The nreeting will be held at the capi- 
tol this morring. 


THEATRICAL BAGGAGE RATES. 


New Rules Issued by Roads in the 
North and East. 

Theatrical managers have to keep an eye 
on the Joint Traffic Association, which is 
making strict rules In regard to handling 
companies and their baggage. Some new 
rules have just been issued covering 
charges for handling baggage and sgcencry. 

They are as follows: 

“1. Special baggage cars, containing bag- 
gage or theatrical properties, shall be 
charged at the rate of not less than 15 
cents per mile for any distance moved, 
with a minimum charge of $10 per car for 
each movement, except for, involving tn- 
termediate stops, additional charges in ex- 
cess of the prescribed minimum for each 
movement shall rest in the discretion of 
the line performing the service. 

“2. Wearing apparel, stage: properties, 
musical instruments, scencry and live ani- 
mals used in producing a theatrical per- 
formance, concert, lecture or other public 
entertainment upcn the stage of a hall or 
theater may be transported in baggage 
cars, subject to limitation in' aggregate 
weight or quantity. as follows: 

‘Kor a company traveling on a ticket for 
ten or more perscns, 150 pounds per pas- 
senger wthout charge; for a party of not 
less than twenty-five adult passengers, or 
their equivalent, paying not less than au- 
thorized per capita party fares. one special 
basgege car may be transported free of 


charge, provided the revenue for such car 


and party shall not be less than $25; and 
for each additional twenty-five persons an 
additional baggage car without charge. 
No mileage will be allowed for baggage 
cars of private parties. 

“Any baggage in excess of car load al- 
lowances to be paid for at regular baggage 
rates. 

“3. All baggage, scenery and properties 
of theatrical companies in excess of 150 
pceunds per capita shall be charged for at 
reguiar excess baggage rates, when trans- 
ported in regular baggage cars.”’ 


AN ENGLISHMAN’S VIEWS. 


He Thinks that Providence Protects 
Passengers on American Roads. 

Frederick Harrison, general manager of 
the London and Northwestern railway, the 
greatest railroad in England, has returned 
to New York, after a long trip through the 
United States. He and General Superinten- 
dent Robert Turnbull, of the sume road, 
had a pleasant trip. Presidents and man- 
agers entertained them everywhere. Mr, 
Harrison thinks that American roads, as a 
rule, are admirably adapted to the condi- 
tions of the country. The physical condi- 
tion of our roads, of course, do not com- 


pare with that of the English roads, es- [ 


pecially in the matter of solid railway, 
but “he roadbeds of the Pennsylvania, Lake 
Shore and New Haven are to him strong 
proofs of solid construction, The equip- 
ment of American roads is generally ad- 
mirable, but what struck Mr. Harrison 
particuiarly is the methods of switching. 
The American roads are ahead of the Eng- 
lish Hines in this respect, and it may hap- 
pen that the American switching system 
boven d be adopted on new Northwestern

‘He. does not appear to admire the great 
cost of the buildings, the lavish decora- 
tions and furnishings of the officers’ head- 
quarters because the cost and investment 
mst interfere with the payment of divi- 
dends. The operation of trains on some 
of the western roads furnished profound 
interest for Mr. Harrison.

absence of safety appliances, it is said, led 
him to think that successful train running 
on some lines is providential.

How to rid the roads of the boxear thief; 
how to squelch the man who boards coal 
trains and throws off enough coal to stock 
a yard for the winter; how to. prevent the 
small boy from stealing brass; how to pre- 
vent a man from secreting himself in a box 
and going into a through freight car and 
stealing everything in the car except the 
floor; how to prevent a settler from driv- 
ing cattle on the right of way and then Sse- 
curl damages for the death of a bovine; 

‘how it can be arranged to prevent men 
from blowing open the safes in the depots 
and extracting money and tickets.

BOARO WAY BE CENSURCD FOR ITS DELAY 


It Was Intimated Yesterday that In- 
terest Would Be Required for 
Time Money Was Withheld. 


Members of the board of county commis- 
sioners wéfe yesterday summoned to ap- 
pear before the grand jury and were asked 
to give the inside facts concerning certain 
rumors that have been afloat concerning 
the deposits carried in the Merchants’ bank 
by Tax Collector Stewart. 

The grand jury met at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning... A few minutes was con- 
sumed in passihg judgment upon minor 
matters, .when, the .commissioners were 
asked to appear before the. jury. 

Chairman “ColHer, ‘Commissioners Joseph 
Thompson,Forrest Adair and Walter Brown 
were present. Commissioner Spalding was 
out of the city. : 

Thé commissioners remained in the jury 
room about’an hour. They were questioned 
in regard to’ many county matters, The 
grand jurors were anxious to learn all the 
details of thé conduct of the county farm 
and the manner in which the prisoners 
were fed and the amount of produce an- 
nually raised on the farm. The commis- 
sioners were also asked when the new 
Peachtree bridge would be completed and 
various other questions were propounded. 

Chairman Collier, of the board of com- 
missioners, was then asked for the details 
of the Stewart matter, aid it is said he 
gavé the rumors, together with the result 
of the investigation that had been made 
by the commissioners at the special ses- 
sion held several days ago. 

The commissioners insisted that if the 
grand jury had any idea of attempting to 
return a verdict they would dismiss 
this action from their minds, as the com- 
missioners did trot believe Mr. Stewart had 
at any time ever intended for a moment 
to do anything that was criminal. The 
jury was told that the deposits had been 
made with a bank instead of being deliver- 
ed to the proper state and county officers. 


Board May Be Censured. 

It was understood that the grand jury 
intimated yesterday that the board of com- 
missioners had a duty as- well as the tax 
collector, and under paragraph 4 of the 
decision regarding the question, it was 
plainly the duty of the board to look into 
these matters, and when it became neces- 
sary to inform the governor so that the 
interests of the state might be guarded as 
well as thosé of the county. 

It was also intimated that the county 
and state should receive interest for the 
time that the money was withheld. 

After the commissioners retired from the 
room Mr. Waldo was employed to figure 
the amount of interest that would be due 
under this construction. He will make his 
report in a few days, and it is understood 
that the board of commissioners will de- 
mand the payment from Mr. Stewart of all 
interest that has accrued. 

Beyond the questions that were asked 
and answered, no action was taken by the 
grand jury, and the investigation will be 
made from.the information given by the 
commissioners. 

No Boatd Meeting Was Held. 

It was announced Monday afternoon that 
the commissioners would meet yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock in special session to 
consider the new bond that has been pre- 
pared by Tax Collector Stewart. 

On account of the absence of the commis- 
sioners in the jury room the board meeting 
was declared off and the call for the meet- 
ing was canceled. 

It is quite probable that the board will 
refuse to accept the new bond that Mr. 
Stewart offered, as the commissioners be- 
lieve the present bond is as good now as 
ever. The bond is so worded that should 
it be necessary to collect it the bond be- 
comes a first mortgage and all assets of 
the bondsmen are at once held good for 
the amount, 

“Under the law,” said Commissioner 
Adair yesterday, ‘‘the proper way by which 
to tender a new bond is to have the bonds- 
man released by the governor and a new 
bond given. The commissioners have not 
asked for a new bond, and I do not believe 
there is any dissatisfaction with the bond 
now in force signed by Mr. J. H. Porter.”

New York, October 20.—The market re- 
mains under the influence involved in the 
election, and with merchants indisposed to 
engage in new enterpirses its steadiness 
in the face ot disappointing advices from 
abroad and larger receipts at the south 
is a surprise to the trade.

New York, October 20.—(Special.)—The 
fii:ctuations today were within a narrow 
range.

STORY OF INDIAN JIM... 


Judge T. A. Musselwhite Describes a 
Thrilling Scene of Sixty Years Ago. 


Cordele, Ga., October 
Judge T. A. Musselwhite is one of Dooly 
county’s oldest and most regpected citi- 
zens. He was reared in the couptry, and is 
familiar with the scenes of sixty years 
ago. In the following letter he describes 
the killing of an Indian by James Brown 
(who was ever afterwards known as “In- 
dian Jim’), and the events which fol- 
lowed: 

‘‘My father settled near where I now live, 
In the eastern part of Dooly county, 1835. 
His nearest neighbors were James Brown 
and Mack Wade. Seven miles north of him 
was Tom Cobb, and where Cordele now ex- 
ists there was a farm own and culti- 
vated by old Granny Collins. All kinds 
of wild animals—deer, turkeys, etc.,—roam- 
ed in the woods. 

“All through the fall and winter the 
Indians came from the Cherokee nation 
and wandered through the country at will 
killing game, which they would pack on 
their ponies and carry home. Finally they 
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began to do serious mischief by stealing 
stock and cattle from the whites. The 
war department was appealed to, and the 
auth6rities issued a proclamation allowing 
the people to protect their property by 
force of arms. 

“Then it was that James Brown, Mack 
Wade and Richard Story mounted their 
horses and went in pursuit of the red men. 
Finding an Indian with one of my father’s 
hogs on his back, they fired upon him, 
and one of the shots fired by James Brown 
brought him to the ground, dead. One of 
the men took his gun, another his shawl 
and the other his tin cup. They left him 
lying where he fell, and that night he was 
found by some of his comrades and buried. 

“This occurred on the plantation now 
owned by Billy Matthews, in the thirteenth 
district. The Indians: buried him about a 
mile away, on the place of Mrs. Dowdy, 


‘formerly the Widow McDonald. 


“Fearing that the Indians would rise 
up and attempt a massacre, the three white 
men rode through the: settlement, related 
what had happened, and by the next morn- 
ing about thirty men had been gathered 
together with old flint and steel rifles. 


They at once began to search for the In- 


dians, after having opened the grave of the 
one that had been killed, but they could 
not be found. 

“At this time my father employed an 
old man by the name of Whitney to teach 
school. The schoolhouse was about a quar- 
ter of a mile from where we lived. My 
brothers and sisters, myself and my cous- 
ins were the only attendants of the school. 
No one was left to protect these two fam-.- 
ilies while the men hunted the Indians 
except this old man, who was crippled and 
helpless. About 12 o’clock of the second 
‘lay’s search, while the children were 
going home for dinner, they heard the 
cries of the old teacher. Thinking that he 
was sayin, ‘Come here,’ my older brother 
and a cousin ran back to see what was the 
matter. ; : 

“As they got closer to the schoolhouse 
they could plainly hear the teacher crying, 
‘Take care! take care!’ Three Indians were 
seen to approach him and shoot him to the 
ground. They then shot two dogs which 
were with the old man, killing one and 
wounding the other. They stabbed the 
teacher seven times in the throat and 
left him dead. 

“The two families fled from my father’s 
house as soon as the children reported 
what they had seen. They went about a 
mile and a half ang hid in a swamp. Just 
before sunset I saw a dog owned by Story 
which it was Known would trail Indians. 
We also heard horses, and supposed it 
was the Indians, but was overjoyed to 
find that it was the men returning from the

Mr. Deithl says he was approached, sey 
the month of December, 184, by ar. — 
who desired to borrow $2,000, Dethl says 
he did not have that amount of money to 
lend, but borrowed the sum desired and re- 
loaned it to Rose, taking a promissory note 
due in twelve months, and aceepting a 
deed to property on Gilmer street as se- 
curity. 
 f6 also claimed that at the time the 
deed and note were executed Deihl gave 
bond to reconvey the property provided the 
note was paid, with interest, at maturity. 
Dei] says the loan was ‘inact of accom- 
modation on his part, as he had no profit 
in the deal whatever. 

Deihl says the money had not been raised 
by him when the note und deed were exe- 
cuted, ‘but that it was understood between 
themselves that when the money Was rais- 
ed and paid over to Rose the latter was 
to sign a receipt and call for his bond. Deihl 
says the receipt was neyer signed and 
the bond was never called for by Rose, 

The interest was to be paid semi- annual- 
ly, it is claimed, and when the money was 
paid over by Dethl he says it was under- 
stood that the rents accruing from the 
property were to be paid to him ‘by Agen tJ. 
Henly Smith and be credited upon the in- 
terest account. 

Mr. Deihl claims that the interest due 
in June has not been paid, and he has 
heen informed that Rose has instructed 
his agent to refuse to pay the rents, as 
was mutually understood between the par- 
ties, Deihl says the property is not worth 
the amount of the loan and asks that the 
court direct him as to the manner in which 
jhe may secure himself from loss. 

The bill was presented Judge Lumpkin 
yesterday, who granted an order in the 
case, setting it for a hearing next week. 

Hutchison Case Concluded. 

The damage suit filed by young Hutchi- 
son against the Southern railway, which 
has been pending before Judge Berry a 
number of days, was concluded yesterday, 
and the case went to the jury about noon. 

All day the jury was out on the case,

The road claims that the boy had 
nothing to do with the switch, and was 
not emploved by the road, and had no au- 
thority to interfere with its property. ‘The 
amount of the damage asked for jis $1,990.

On last Saturday morning ho decided 
to try the new gun for the first time. He 
and his younger brother, Arthur Dunlap, 
who is eleven, and several boys of the 
neighborhood went out in the woods be- 
tween Grant park and Henderson’s cross- 
ing to kill birds. Everything went well 
for a time and the boys were enjoying 
themsel¥és. After a time one of the bullets 
failed to explode and the boys thought it 

was*the fault of the gun. 

Willie told Arthur to get. the ramrrod 
and clean out the gun. Arthur started to 
do so, and pulled the hammer back ifn or- 
der that the cartridge might be extracted. 
The barrel of the gun was, pointed directly 
at Willie Dunlap, although this Was not 
noticed by any of the number, While puill- 
ing back the hammer it slipped from <Ar- 
thur’s hand and fell back upon the cap 
of the cartridge. An explosion followed 
and Willie fell to the ground writhing tm 
agony. 

The boys were frightened and ran to a 
neighboring house, which was occupled 
by a family of Germans, and told of what 
had happened. The old man then directed 
them what to do. One ran to Henderson's 
crossing for the doctor, Arthur went home 
to tell his parents what had happened and 
the rest went back to where the injured 
boy had fallen and carried him to the 
friendly house of the German. 

When the doctor arrived it was found 
that the ball had entered the ab@omen of 
the little féllow, leaving an ugly wound, 
from which he was suffering great pain, 
The father soon arrived and Willle was 
driven home.
